MURDERIN ABERDEEN, MISS., OF 
A YOUNG MAN LARGELY CONNEC: 
TED IN Norri CARrourna.—The 
Aberdeen Evaminer of Wednesday 
last records the fact of the foul mur- 
der of Capt. Wm. de B. Hooper, s 
young aud talented Jawyer of that 
citv and the law partner of Gen. 
Samuel Gholson. Capt. Hooper was 
the son of the late Johnson Hooper, 
of Montgomery, Ala., one of the best 
known writers and humorists of our 
sster State, who was formerly a 
North Carolinian, the author of “Si- 
mon Sugy,’’ and who has at present 
many connections in this State. The 
Examiner of last Wednesday thus 
describes the cruel deed: 

Capt. Wm. de B. Hooper was 
tering the door of the Court-house, 
Tuesday moroing and just as he was 
about to ascend the steps leading to 
the Court room where the Chancery 
Court was in session, he was sudden- 
lv addressed by a young man by the 
pameof Bradley Jones, son of the 
late Nelson B. Jones, and turning 
half around to respond, was shot 
dead in his tracks. No other cause 
can be assigned for the foul assassi- 
nation than that ill-feeling had for 
some time existed between the par- 
ties in reference to an estate matter 
that was about to come on for trial. 
The affair created the most intense 
excitement in the city, and there can 
be but little doubt that the formal- 
ities of a trial would have been dis- 
pensed with, had not the murderer 
been consigned to the jail before the 
crowd commenced to assemble. 

One of the noblest, bravest hearts 
that ever love inspired, or chivalric 
feeling stirred to manly deeds, lias 
ceased its throbbing; one ofthe truest 
friends and most generous foes thie! 
ever trod the earth, has passed fore 
ever from among those who cherish- 
ed and loved him. A child in sim- 
plicity; a maiden in tencerneas; a pa- 
triot by instinct and nature; a sage in 
wisdom, he was a man among inet, 
and those who knew him best and 
loved him best beiieved that a glori- 
ous future, iv the language of man, 
awaited him. Cut off in the tnoon- 
day of health and activity. and while 
life was full of happiness and 
i-e. without a warning, 
and Without even the meagre satis 
faction of a parting word ora parti: g 
blessing, he has gone to his last 
home, Jeaving an imagein a thous. 
and sorrowful hearts that t.me can- 
not efface. 

Capt. Hooper leaves a broken-hear- 
ted wife, a widowed mother, a broth 
er and two litthe children to mourn 
him with that deathless grief that 
balks all efforts at assuaging ; and in 
every portion of our country, friends 
bound to him by such ties as seldom 
uniteman to man without acon - 
mon paternity, will weep for him as 
for a brother gone down to the cold 
and silent grave. Peace to your ashes 
Wil! Hooper! God be with you in the 
realm beyond the trackless stars, and 

ive to those who liyed in your great, 
big, generous, loving heart, that calm 
that falls like an angel’s mantle 
when the fountains of the soul have 
exhausted their flow, and those 
steeped in affliction have escaped tho 
horrors of madness. We loved you 
as we have seldom loved man, and we 
will not soon cease to miss you and 
moufe you.

Little. From turret to foundation 
stone she has directed her plans, car- 
red onut§ and for convenienee and 
pieturesqueness, the house will make 
a model that it would be diffieuit to 
surpass. The brackets, wa observe, 
arenissing, but the moldings were 
made, sunppply the place, 
We think is sufficiently bold to 
loos unusually well. Mrs. Little, 
properiv, in designing the dwelling 
kept in view thes ze and location of 
the lot on whieh it was to be loeated: 
an@frig!ttere she has exhibited taste, 
judgment and skill, that persons or- 
dinariiy in building im our State, or 
even architects, seem not to possess, 

The house is suited to the let and 
the lottothe house The internal 
arrangement is also good, The main 
hallisas wide, as it should be, and 
the stories are sufficiently high to 
make bandsome and airy reoms, 
both below and above, The «tairs 
land near the back door, thus mak- 
ing them private as well as conveni- 
ent, and is an excellent ar- 
rangement, <A screen the 
hall, as we learn is the intention, 
with the stairs constructed as we have 
observed, would make a pleasant and 
roomy place in summer, whieh, no 
doubt, would be conatantly oceupied 
by the family. The kitchen is one 
story and connects with the dining: 
room and will be fitted up with 
all the modern improvements for fine 
and convenient cooking The credit 
of this, too, belongs to Mrs. L., as the 
Dr's indifference on this point is pro- 
verbial. He simply goes to a feast to 
gratify his friends, 

Two bay windowsare on either side 
of the front parlors—the south one 
will, we understend, be used for a 
chamber—add beauty to the roomsas 
well as tothe exterior of the house. 
Back of this chamber will be the nur- 
sery, and around it are bath-rooms 
and closets, The chambers on the 
second floor are also admirably ar- 
ranged with dressing closets, &e. 

The piazza, in front of the house, is 
finely proportioned, having ample 
width, which ix often now over- 
looked, and extending its full length, 
the molding connecting with the bay 
windows, thereby adding much to 
the appearance of both, by breaking 
what would have otherwise been a 
straight line. In the rear, the piazza 
extends tothe end of the kitchen, 
forming an L with the bath room, 
and putt'n call the back doors under 
cover, 

Altogether we look upon this as a 
complete, neat and very pretty struc: 
ture—an ornament to Raleigh.

The museum at Geneva, Switzer- 
land, has recently obtained for its 
cabinets a set of Roman kitchen 
utensils found ina field near Mar- 
tigny, which were probably buried 
by their owners on account of some 
sudden alarm, These consist of thir- 
ty articles, mostly in bronze and 
some ¢laborately worked, remind- 
ing oneof the beautiful shape and 
ornamentation of Pompean yessels. 
The shovel and pothanger do not dif- 
fer much from modern utensils of the 
same sort, and there are an earthen 
mould shaped like a shell, several 
plates in various sizes saucepan 
With the bottom worn away, a large 
boiler, a fuunel, two ladles, a stewpan 
and vasses or ewers with two handles, 
one of which bears the representa- 
tion of two gladiators, and was ap- 
parently awarded as a prize, There 
are also two silver ornaments, 
evidently of later date, and believed 
by Dr. Gfsse, the curator, to have 
been used in Christian worship. He 
attributes the articles to the third cen- 
tury. 


Shortly after Garabaldi made pub- 
lic his recent fur diverting 
the course of the Tiber at Rome, Dr. 
Barzilai senta letter to the General 
copied from the works of Jean Bab- 
tiste de Boyer (Jewish letters, 1742), 
from which it appears that at the be- 
ginning of the eighteenth century 
the Jews applied to the Pope for 
permission to search the bottom of 
the Tiber, and for that purpose to 
turn the course of the river a mile 
ubove aud below Rome for six 
months, They offered to pay to 
the Pope twenty millions lire for the 
permission. The Jews believed they 
would find ten times as much as 
their outlay. Their offer was not 
accepted, as it was feared thatthe 
drainage of the riverin the summer 
months, ducing which the work 
would be done, would produce epi- 
demiics.

The Manner of Andrew Johnson's 
lieath. 


A special to Nashville papers from 
Greebeville, dated 7 o'clock Saturday 
says: Mr Jolnsen died of pa- 
ralysis and heart disease. He has 
been complaining somewhat of ill 
heaith during the past month, but 
fell no serious apprehensions. Last 
W eduesday betook the morningtrain 
to visit bis daughier, with whom 
Mrs. Jolinson had ben sojourning for 
the past six weeks. He rode in a 
hack from Carter’s depot to her res- 
idence, some miles distant, anc seeme- 
ed in good spirits on his arrival, and 
aie a bearty dinner; aud after a few 
minutes of general couversation re- 
tireiup stairs and conversed with 
his grand-daughter, Miss Lillie Sto- 
ver. While thus engaged his tongue 
refused utterance, andto her. great 
consternation he fell from his seat 
to the floor. Help was instantly 
summoned, and almost as soon as 
raised he expressed, indistinetly, 
however that his right side was par- 
alyzed. After being taken to a bed, 
when the family spoke ofsending for 
a physician he forbade it, saying that 
he would soon recover. On this aec- 
count the summoning of medical aid 
was deferred twenty-four hours, 
when Dr. Jobe was called from Etiz- 
ubethtown, two miles distant. He 
instantly began heroie treatment, 
aided by Dr. Cameron, and seemed 
atone time, the next day, to be suc- 
eceding. ‘The patient conversed im- 
perfectly in regard to domestic mat- 

ters, and did not seem conscious of 
his approaching dissolution; but bis 
case was beyond the skill of physi- 
cians, and at 7 o’clock Friday night 
he became unconscious. 

Mrs. Pattersonand Andrew John- 
sou Jr., arrived an hour later with 
two physicians from Greenville, D.s. 
Brey and Taylor, but he did not re- 
coguizeany ofthem,and alter seven 
hours anda halfof unconciousness 
he peacetully breathed his last; sur- 
rouuded by his wile, children and 
graudchiildren, except the son and 
duugihter of ex-Senator Patterson. 
The body will be brought to Nash- 
ville and be buried with Masonic 
honors, on Tuesday. Kuoxville has 
requested the honor of burying the 
iilustrious dead, but his family are 
unwilling that his remains should 
be removed from his home to any 
place, ufiless possibly to the capital 
of tlie State he so long and faithtally 


‘served. Extensive preparations are 
‘accordingly being made by various 


civic and militiary organizations to 
attend the funeral here, where they 
will be joined by citizens of this and 


neighboring couuties.

The Rochefortede Cassagnac Affair. 

The London reports tirat 
Henri Rochefort, on the 10t 
sentaletter to Paul ce 
callingon him to come to Geneva 
immediately wilh his seconds. The 
cause of the challenge was certain 
articles which appeared in Le Pays 
in IS7TZ. Cassagnae replied with au 
excessively abusive letter, giving 
Rochefort the choice of weapons, and 
appointing Prinee Alexanare de 
Wacram and Count Harrison his 
aeconds, Ms. Peria and Ordinaire, 
haviog consented touctas Roche- 
fort's seconds, haye met those of M. 
de Cassagnaec in Paris to arrange the 
terms of the duel. They claim that 
as their principal is the insulted 
party he has notonly the choice of 
weapens but the right to determine 
the distance. They then demanded 
thatthe men should meet with pis- 
tols atadistance of five paces and 
shoot at the word of command. M. 
de Cessagrac’s seconds said this was 
simply murder, for when the arms of 
the compbatants were extended the 
muzzies of their weapons would al- 
most touch. M. Roehefort’s rep- 
resentatives refused to admit these 
objections. They said their princi- 
pal, considering the importance of 
the cause, bad been very particular 
about the conditions. ‘The friends of 
M. de Casssgnae then proposed that 
the distance be thirty paces, each 
combatant to be allowed to advance 
five steps after the word is given, the 
time of firing to be optional and the 
shooting to continue until one of the 
parties falls. M. Rochefort’s seconds 
declined this proposition and = the 
matter rests there. The London 
News has a dispatch stating thata 
mninute has been drawn up and signe 
ed by the seconds of both parties de- 
claring it impossible to settle the 
conditions of the duel.

FATAL RESULT OF THE FRAWNER 
—KENNARD SHOOTING AKEFAIR.— 
Washington, July 30.--On Tuesday 
bight last John Frawner, of this city 
shot Thomas Kennard, a clerk ofthe 
War Department, whom Frawner 
charged with estranging his wife 
fromhim. ‘The wound was at first 
thought to be trivial, but to-night 
Kennard died from its effects. 
Krawner who had left this city after 
the shooting, was arrested this morn- 
ing in Fairfax county Va. Frawner 
and his wife had not been living to- 
gether for several weeks.

theretore that a fornred 
andudoptedsboul i be foundunsulledtoour 
condition, and that we shovld embrace the 
earliest opportunity consistent with rea- 
son and prudenee to secure such changes 
astimeand experience have shown ‘o be 
necessary.

As to the specific chanves out to 
be made, these are to be cons Jered by the 
eltizens of ‘he various counties, wnoshou d 
be eareful to seiert as delegates those who 
wiliproper y reflect their wishes Men of 
enixrged and practical statesmanship,

METHODS OF CHANGE, 


Of the two methods prescrit @ for chang- 
ing the Constitution, that by legisiatite 
enactment is expensive, uncertain aud 
dangerous; the several amendments re- 
cen ly submitted to aud ratified by i he peo- 
p.e connvered the greatest di *-culties in 
iheir passage, and even afr the wilt of 
tne peopie wesw declared tn their favor by 
over 4.000 majotity, serious appr-hen-ions 
were entertained as to whether they were 
properly adopted; again, leg s!ators when 
possessed of qualifi ations fur such daties, 
are encumbered with numerous matters, 
aud cannot bring that attention to each 
provision presented for consideration, 
without meeting such criticisins #8 
imperil! thelr labors. 

The Convention method ts speedy and 
economical, the body is composed only of 
the same uumber of members as comprise 
the House of Representatives, and their 
minds are d.rected qlone to constitational 
reforma and their work may be completed 
and ratified, if necessary; im six wootbs. 
AS to expenses tbat may be ineurred, itis 
believed they will b- more ihanu detrayed 
in a short time by the reforms that will be 
inaugurated, 

The restrictions imposed by the Lezisla- 
ture, fully and amply secure the hiame- 
stead. mechanics Lien, Kights of ™arried 
women, and Personal Liberty, and sheuid 
quiet the tears of tue most for
